They 
could not be accusers and judges 
in one. 

“I clearly discerned the political 
motives behind the demand for a 
trial.“ Recently one of the jingoes 
who was most loud-mouthed in 
his demand for a ‘trial,’ remarked 
to a neutral statesman: 

respect the Kalser. 
a thorough gentleman. Personally 
I have always respected him for 
his loyal behavior.“

100 LITTLE MILITARISM 


| He drifted into a discussion of 
the oft-repeated charges that Ger- 
many was “militaristic” in the pre- 
war days. @ubject came up 
through some reference to the use 
ot the term “war lord” as a title 
for the Kaiser. William II en- 
plained: 

“The phrase war lord’—-mean- 
ing ‘first in command’—is derived 
from the ancient custom of the 
Teutonic tribes to choose in case 
lof War a ‘war lord’ as leader of all 
the tribes allied for mutual help 
in war. They obeyed their tribal 
chiefs in peace times, but followed 
a ‘war lord’ chosen by all in war. 
' “Though I be called a ‘war 
lord,” peace was ever my preoc- 
fcupation. Germany had nothing 
to gain by war. Germany did not 
Want war, in spite of the prepos- 
terous tales of German ‘militar- 


ism." We spent less on our army 
than the amount extracted from 
us to pay for the Allied armies 
of occupation along the Rhine. 
“We suffered not from too much. 
but from too little militarism. If 
we had possessed a few army corps 
more and a little more weight in 
battleships, the war would have 
ended swiftly with our victory. But 
both the necessary army corps and 
battleships were refused by our 
Parliament. 
|, “The Berlin government. was so 
to -conciliate Woodrow 
| Wilson that it announced my ab- 
dication without informing me and 
without my authorization. before 
I had time to think or decide. I was 
not unwilling to sacrifice my per- 
son for my people. I could not 
foresee that, pite my sacri- 
| fices, the Allied and Associated 
| Powers would cast Germany into 
a wilderness of starvation and suf- 
fering.”

CRITICISES ANGLO-SAXON 

Returning to the subject of the 
peace terms, which were finally 
“Imposed” on Germany, the 
Kaiser plunged into a criticism 


of the attitude of England and 
America. 

“The Anglo-Saxon,” he said, “ad- 
heres to the Ten Commandments 
in private life because he can run 
over to Paris to break them, but 
he ignores them in politics, where 
he moves in the realm of ‘beyond 
good or evil.“ The Germans insist 
upon applying the same moral 
measure to both. That is not the 
way to succeed in politics in gen- 
eral. 

“Nevertheless, I would not wish 
my people to succeed by my ene- 
mies’ unsavory methods. Our 
‘Teutonic political conscience, I 
trust, will never be adjustable. It 
will not stretch lke rubber to 
cover any point required by the 
contingencies of the moment. It

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CRADLE OF ICE 
WINDS SOUGHT 


Wilkinson Plans Search for 
Mythical Pole 


Arctic Pack 


Theory Says Shore Lines All 
Fit Together 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
by North American News- 
NEW YORK, Jan. 10. — When 
Capt. George H. Wilkins, leader of 
the Detroit Arctic expedition, files 
across the Arctic Sea, watching 
for “the undiscovered continent” 
which he hopes to find beneath 
the pole star, he will also move 
toward another more or less myth- 


ical goal, one that has stirred the 
imagination of many meteorologists 
who have called this goal “the 
cradle ef the ice winds.” 

Meteorological observations tak- 
en by Vilijahimur Stefansson are 
said to indicate that the prevail- 
ing winds along the Alaskan-Ca- 
mnadian coast come from a common 
center or pole. Elsewhere on the 
Globe, prevailing winds wing out 
from a central point in a some- 
what similar manner. And ele- 
where, meteorologists say. the 
wind poles are usually higher than 
the surrounding territory. Thus the 
possibility that the cradle of the 
jee winds” is a reality, has been 
Suggested as another reason for 
believing that land may He some- 
where beyond the ragged horizon 
which always have hidden the cen- 
ter of the ice pack. 


FORECASTS LAND FIND 

“The Arotic winds,” Stefansson 
declares, “gave me my best rea- 
gon for saying that Capt. Wilkins 
has better than an even chance to 
discover land. I traveled from 
west to east along the Canadian 
side of the unexplored area and 
was met by prevailing winds which 
came from the general direction 
of the ice pole. Consequently it 
was my assumption that the ice 
pole and the wind pole are not 
far apart.” 

Nefther the Arctic tides nor the 
Arctic winds, it appears, are en- 
tirely fickle. Like them in this 
are the currents.of the Arctic Sea. 
The prevailing polar currents, in 
so far as is known, sweep in some- 
thing of a grand circle around 
the westerly side of the ice pack. 
The westerly sweep of ‘the ice 
pack’s circumference was shown 
by the drift of the Fram, the drift 
of the Jeannette, and by the drift 
of Stefansson’s ship, the Karluk. 
These vessels, all of them immured 
in the Arctic ice, moved around 
the unexplored ' ice core like 
wooden horses on a merry-gf0- 
‘round. 

Whether the rotary motion of 
the ice pack’s circumference will 
be observed at the pack's center 
the ice pole—is not known. The 
entire westerly side of the pack 
may be rotating in one direction. 
On the other hand, 2 core ot the 

ack may be rotating in an oppo- 
rite direction. Or it may be fixed. 
If it is fixed, it is presumed, of 
course, that li must be on land. 
Geographers say it is net con- 
ceivable that a great mass of ice 
could remain immovable through- 
out the years. 


SHOW BARRELS’ DRIFT 
Gilbert H. Grosvenor, director 
of the National Geographie Socie- 
ty, has issued maps which pur- 
port to indicate the route of two 
barrels that are known to-—have 
4rifted from Point Barrow across 
the Arctic to the Greenland Sea. 
On these maps, the supposed drift 
fines cut through the very center 
of the ice pack which Cant. Wii- 
kins intends to explore. If the 
mapmakers had proof of this drift, 
the maps would be an avsgument 
against the possibility that land 
exists. But the mapmakers la- 
beled their lines “conjectured 

drift.“ 
Rollin A. Harris, who developed 
the Arctic tide tables and offered 
them as proof of the existence of 
a large unexplored continent, 
pointed out that in the Beaufort 
Sea—that arm of the Arctic Ocean 
which washes the shores of Alas- 
Northern Canada and Banks 
Island—the prevailing drift is te 
the west and not to the north. 
The westerly drift, he said, is in- 
duced by the prevailing north- 


jeasterly winds. 


But, Prof. Harris declared, when 
the currents push north, the 
Reaufort Sea ice refuses to drift 
freely toward the north. The ice 
piles up and thickens, and eo Har- 
ris declared that the ice drift in 
the Beaufort Sea offers a measure 
of proof that land exists. Many 
explorers have reported that the 
Beaufort Sea iae is abnormally 
thick and old. 

BELIEVES EARTH “FITS” 

Capt. Wilki admits great in- 
terest in the egener theo that 
the land masses of the earth's sur- 
face would fit into each other if 
some colossus squeezed the globe 
as a man would squeeze an orange. 
When he has completed his Arctic 
expedition, he saya, he intends to 
visit the Anarctic in hope of gath- 
ering information which would 
serve to substantiate Wegener's de- 
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plying Wegemer’s theory to the 
Arctic. 

| “Push the Arctic continents and 
archipelagoes together,“ Capt. 
Wilkins declares, and you will 
find that Greenland fits against 
the Norwegian coast, that Baffin Is- 
land moves up and fills Baffin 
Bay.

most cases they tell their revolting 
tales with naive crudity that seems 
to indicate that they neither ap- 
preciate their own situation nor the 
havoc wrought by them. It is this 
ominous phenomenon that causes 
civilization to wonder what un- 
natural thing it possesses’ that 
causes its children to kill. 

There is the case of Gordon 
Pirie, 20 years of age and a mur- 
derer. He killed his chum, George 
Nye, robbel him of $5.60 and filed. 
According to his own confession, 
Pirie killed his chum simply de- 
cause he took a notion to! 

There is the case of Harrison 
Noel, also 20, whose crime shocked 
the nation not long ago. Of un- 
usually bright mind, this youth 
had been a good student and was 
graduated from high school when 
he was 17. To all appearances he 
was just a studious, dreamy lad. 
caring little for parties and girls, 
scorning the foolishness of his age. 
But shortly after his graduation 
from high school he tried to kill 
his father. 

He was sent to a sanatorium. 
Last June he escaped and his par- 
ents, believing that they could do 
more with him at home t the 
authorities could at the sanatorium, 
allowed him to remain. Last Sep- 
tember he rented a taxicab, and 
while the driver was taking him to 
a supposed destination killed him. 
The next day he left his home in 
his own automobile, seized a little 
girl, playing in the street in front 
of her home, drove her out in the 
country near the spot where he 
had killed the taxi driver, and 
murdered her. Then he de- 
manded a ransom for her return. 
Some specialists testified at his 
trial that Noel was sane. But othere 
‘testified that he was hopelessly in- 
gane. He was sentenced to death. 

There is the case of the youngest 
of the young murderers—-William 
Cavalier, 14. The only hope this 
now has of escaping the elec- 
‘tric chair is an appeal to the 
| Board of Pardons of the State of 
New York for commutation. He is 
a large gawky boy, awkward, and 
looking like a normal lad just en- 
tering adolescence. One Saturday 
night he killed his grandmother. 
| He locked the door to her room, 
after taking $108 from her stock- 
‘ing, and went to a motion-picture 
show. He said he killed her to 
get the money. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of messages were received 
asking the commutation of his 
death sentence. 

There is the case of Roland Mo- 
Donald, 15, who killed his 19-year- 
old school teacher, Louise Gerrish. 
The other murders named above 
took place in New York or in that 
vicinity, but this one was in the 
rural community of Amherst, Me. 
Asked why he did it, he replied, “I 
dunno, I just saw her coming 
along the road and decided to 
shoot her.” 

There was the case of Frank 
McDowell, a St. Petersburg, F'a., 
boy, 20, who murdered his father 
and mother and his sisters. He 
gave as his reason a desire for ex- 
piation, saying that he had once 
“cursed the Holy Ghost.” He was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 


OTHER CASES 


Then there were Lester Gersten- 
berg of Albany, John Gargullla, of 
New York, and Leopold and 
Loeb, of Chicago. The last men- 
tloned shocked America with the 
new problem it must face. Their 
crime is too well-known to recite, 
but they are striking examples of 
the fact that it is not only the un- 
derprivileged youth that commits 
crime, but the educated and priv- 
Hleged as well. 

And these are not all. Youthful 
criminals come from all classes 
and types and they show the same 
signe of indifference to their 
crimes, 

There is talk of more co-oper- 
ation between States in police 
systems, a national police bureau, 
and other remedies for the crime 
wave, but these youthful murder- 
ers present a different problem. 
There is something intangible in 
their crimes, something that is not 
easy to explain. Perhaps the most 
reasonable explanation would lie | 
in envirbnment, and the inability |

BERLIN, Jan. 10.—Hitherto un- 
recorded murders evidently com- 
mitted by the sinister Feme or by 
the secret assassination machine 
of Germanv’s illegal militarv force. 
the so-called Black Reichswehr. 
have been discovered by the Berlin 
political police within the last for- 
ty-eight hours. With the total 
known Feme killings within the 
last three years thereby increased 
to twenty-five, the German author- 
ities are pursuing an unobtrusive 
but none the less strenuous na- 
tion-wide inquiry into the obscure 
history of these crimes for the par- 


ticipation in which thirty-six for- 
mer Officers and soldiers are under 


arrest. 

Within a few yards of the spot 
at which the body of murdered 
Sergt. Legner, who disappeared in 
1923, was exhumed in the Loe- 
beritz forest, near the military 
training ground of that time, de- 
tectives today dug up four more 
bodies, as yet unidentified, but evi- 
dently those of victims of Feme 
vengeance, 


SLAIN PROBABLY IN 1923 
These men evidently had been 
slain about the same time as Leg- 
ner, doubtless for the purported 
betrayal of their allegiange te the 
clandestine Black Reichswehr. 

Digging parties are still work 
in Loeberitz section, as well as in 
the townships of Glogau, Gorgast, 
Soldin and Kleuts, where other 
murders are believed to have been 
committed.

MAY REJUVENATE OIL AREA 


Experiments Promise Extension of Rececerable 
Petroleum Content Through Artificial Pressure - 


| The productivity of California 


wide comment in recent years, may be vastly increased—in fact, may 
even be doubled, it experiments which are now being conducted are as 
successful as preliminary tests seem to promise. 


It is well known in the petro-¢ 


leum industry that the recovera- 
ble content of an ofl zone ig much 
less than its actual content, fre- 
quently being not more than 25 
per cent. If an oll sone actually 
contains 20,000,000 barrels of oil, 
the most effective operation meth- 
ods now practiced are not capable 
of taking out more than perhaps 
6,000,000 barrels. The remaining 
14,000,000 barrels remains in the 
ground. 

Operators, knowing of this di- 
ference between actual of! content 
and recoverable content of oll ho- 
rizons, have long experimented 
with various methods for increas- 
ing the proportion of recoverable 
oll. The basis upon which prac- 
tically all such experiments have 
been founded is the factor of pres- 


sure. 

All en ones have pressure of 
one kind er another, in some de- 
gree. Those with the greatest pres- 


sure become gusher fields. Those 


with little pressure are pumping 
fields, and in many localities good 
oll zones have been found which 
could not produce because the 
pressure was insufficient to force 
the oll laterally into the hole so 
that it could be pumped. 

In all fields, regardless of how 
great the initial pressure may be, 
it decreases rapidly from the time 
the first vent, in the form of an 
oll well, is established, and this is 
why fields whose first welle come 
in at from 5000 to 10,000 barrels 
a day, soon reach the point where 
500 to 1000 barrels is considered 
good initial production. 


EXHAUSTIVE PRESSURE 


The exhaustion of the gas which 
provides the pressure is the cause 
for this exhaustion, or supposed 
exhaustion of an oil sone. Actual- 
ly, where the gas has escaped, 
as 
much of] remaining in the sand 


„as has been extracted. The prob- 


lem confronting operators is that 
of supplying artificially the pres- 
sure which the gas provided nat- 


urally. 

In east of] flelds, notably 
Pen lvan‘a, where the gas has 
long since escaped, operators have 
attempted to solve the problem by 
water pressure, or air ressure, 
and in some instances a combina- 
tion of the two. It is understood 
that these experiments have met 
with some degree of success, at 
east sufficient to prove that there 
is hope for rejuvenation of an old 


field along these lines.

been developed conservatively so 
as to vonserve the natural gas and 
oll. At present there are sixty- 
three wells producing at Domin- 
guez, and it is inevitable that this 
number of wells eventually will 
mean the complete exhaustion of 
gas and force the operators to re- 
sort to the pump. 

The Shell Company purposes to 
supplement the pressure of the nat- 
ural gas before it is entirely - 
hausted. This involves the intro- 
duction of dry gas into the zone. 
Preliminary experiments along this 
Une, with the Reyes No. 4, demon- 
strates that the plan is feasible.

ent daily output, is impossible. 
Nevertheless it is entirely prob- 


jable that the steady absorption day 


after day of several million cubic 
feet of dry gas under hea pres- 
sure would to a considerable de- 
gree postpone the day when the 
natura) gas of the field will be ex- 
hausted. 

If the Shell ts successful in this 
experiment it means indefinite ex- 
tension of the life of the Domingues 
field, or any other field where the 
gas-inflation method may be con- 
ducted. Naturally the system can- 
not be used in those fields where 
the natural gas already has been 
exhausted, for the reason that 
there must be some production of 
gas in order to put it back into 
the zone. 

In fields which are still heavy 
gas producers the method gives 
promise of reasonable success in 
reducing the differentia] between 
the recoverable and actual petro- 
le im content of a given oll zone. 


VISITORS IN NEVADA 
CHILLED BY “POGONIP”

The 
frozen fog is known to the Indians 
as the “white death” and, during 
its sway they keep off the streets 
and in their teepees, with blankets 
wound about thelr faces to keep 
out its chilling breath. Experience 
has convinced them it brings about 
severe colds and frequently pneu- 
monia.

The habn ef the Buropean 
cuckoe of laying ite eggs in other 
birds’ nests and thus f the 
care of its young upon unwilling 
foster parents is not as unnatural! 
as it hase been given the discredit 
for being, according to Dr. Dobay, 
a Hungarian zoologist. 

Dr. Dobay points out three facts 
that may help

cuckoo is a 
eater. He devours . 
insects and worms in a day. This 
forces him to be a great hunter, 
constantly on the move. He 
would probably be kept on short 
rations if he and his mate had to 
stay close to a hest, not to men- 
tion the Wifficulty of getting enough 
additional food for a hungry fam- 


Second, Mrs. Cuckeo is strong 
ly against race suicide. 
from twenty to twenty-five eggs 
in a season, as against a modest 
six or ten, produced by other birds. 
No birds going, no matter how in- 
dustrious, could feed a family like 
that. Better make orphans of 
them, and trust to providence and 
the bounty of strangers. 

Finally, no bird ever sets until 
she has laid her whole “clutch” of 
eggs. If the cuckoo waited until 
all her eggs were laid, the first 
ones would be spoiled before the 
were produced and she was 
ready to incubate them. 

It appears, therefore. Dr. DodDay 
concludes, that the apparently 
heartless behavior of the cuckoo is 
the only practical method open 
to provide for the continued ex- 
istence of the cuckoo species

the State Industrial Welfare 2 
mission. 

All work of such “extras” in 
excess of a standard day of eight 
hours shall be paid for at not less 
than one-quarter of the daily wage 
after eight hours and up to ten 
hours, not less than one-half aft- 
er ten hours and up to twelve 
hours, not leas than three-fourths 
after twelve hours and up to four- 
teen hours, and not less than dou- 
ble the dally wage after fourteen 
hours. 

The commission defined “extra” 
as a wothan or minor who is em- 
ployed on a daily basis at a wage 
of $16 or less a day.

“Prosperity multiplies itself in proportion 
as it is shared.” : 

Consciously or unconsciously American 
business has been modeling itself more and 
more with the passing years on the prin- 
ciples set forth by the Master in the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. That mighty enuncia- 
tion laid down the rules of morality and 
conduct in a form that has no equal in the 
preachings of the noblest pagan philoso- 
phers. It also formulated the only certain 
basis on which business can be success 
fully carried on. It was a practical dis- 
course no less than a spiritual inspiration. 

And as long as 4merica continues to work 
out its salvation along these lines we may 
conclude that our present prosperity will 
not, like former eras of national exaltation, 
pass away as a wave of the ocean, but will 
stand like a mountain grounded on the bed- 
rock of eternal truths. 


OONCLUSIVE WARFARE 7 

After all the fighting and all the pariley- 
ing that has. been done in China during the 
past few months the status of affairs in 
that unhappy country remains about as it 
was in October, when Gen. Feng Yu-Hsiang 
declared war on that stalwart militarist, 
Chang Tso-Lin. There were many alarums 
and excursions and much blood was shed, 
but the fighting lacked spirit and was des- 
ultory, indefinite of purpose and inconclv- 
sive. There is now a sort of peace, but no 
harmony, and the trouble is likely to begin 
all over again on short notice. 

There has been much misapprehenstio 
as to the varying phases of the situation, 
due to conflicting reports. One dispatch 
sent out from Shanghai a few weeks ago 
said that Chang Tso-Lin had been definitely 
defeated and that his army had been die- 
banded. This was just before Japan occu- 
pied Mukden. Some of the yellow journals 
tried to make this occupation appear as the 
first step of a struggle between Russia and 
Japan for the possession of China. The 
fact was that the powers had requested 
Japan to send troops to Mukden to protect 
their nationals in the melee resulting from 
the threatened attack of Chang's enemies 
upon the Manchurian capital and also to 
quell a rebellion there which seemed likely 
to result in grave danger to foreigners. 
When Chang showed strength enough to 
haudle affairs himself Japan withdrew her 
troops and the great Russo-Japanese war, 
paraded in columns of yellow print, was 
over.

Ancient Greece is the supreme 
example. In two centuries she pro- | 
duced ten of the greatest geniuses 
the world has known. The reason

Conversion, 
for example, is seen to be a per- 
fectly normal and natural process, 
similar to the change which oc- 
curs when a spendthrift becomes a 
miser, or a miser becomes a spend- 
thrift, or a golf-hater becomes a 
golf-devotee, or a woman-hater 
falls in love. By a shifting of the 
center of consciousness from an 
unworthy set of motives to a nobler 
set of emotions and purposes, a 
man’s heart and life may 
changed until it almost seems as 
if a miracle had been wrought in- 
stead of the natural operation of 
one of God's laws. All Christians 
do not have this sudden transform- 
ing experience: The children of 
some Christian parents are “born 
anew’ before they even begin their 
physical life in this world, and, 
while they may be far from per- 
fect, their religious experience is 
that of gradual growth and/ de- 
velopment. Most wonderful] of all, 
however, is that experience de- 
scribed in the Bible as ‘being filled 
with the Spirit.’ This occurs when 
a Christian of either of the types 
just mentionéd passes from a life 
of passive, mediocre goodness to a 
life of spiritual power and effec- 
tive service. This also is a natural 
psychological experience, having 
its parallel in the business world in 
the cases of men who suddenly, by 
a kind of illumination and the 
breaking Gown of mental obstaales, 
leap fr plodding mediocrity to 
commercial genius and financial 
achievement, or in the Intellectual 
world in the cases of students 
whose task of learning or labora- 
tory investigation suddenly ceases 
to be drudgery and becomes a joy 
and a passionate quest. Ambitious 
Christians seek this experience of 
iiilumination and power in their 
religious life, and we are learning 
to test the genuineness of their re-

but by the fruits of the Spirit in 
their growing, Christlike charac- 
ter, and in the increasing effective- 
ness of their loving service toward 
all their fellowmen.”
